tered them to themſelves, as the ſolitary enter- 


tainment of their minds, in their travels and 
Ren. Lan. Other imployments. And the Ro- 
rentins de miſh Prefacer ro the Commentary 
la Barre. upon the Plalms attributed ro Arno: 
bius, {peaks more largely concerning the Time of 
bis dutheur, and tells his Reader, that the Plalms 


then, were ſung by the Plough-man over his 


Plough, the Pilot at his Helm, the Rowers & 
ver their Oars, the Digger whiles he handled 
His Spade, the Weaver in his Loom, the Spin- 


fter at her, Diſtaff, and very Infants that could 


not ſpeak plain, upon their Nurſes Laps : and 
withall, makes a [cricus complaint of his Catho: 
lick Church, for being ſo far degcnerated from thi 
anciert uſage in this particular, that this holy 
exerciſe was not onely diſuſed, bur alſo, ever 
diſdained amongthem, which 20as, certainly, the 
Reaſon, why, when the Reformation began 
divers parts of Europe, the wu!gar People, 
had been Imp uſed to no devitions, but ſuch asthep 
underſtood not, were ſo much taken with ſinging 
zbe 'Plalms of David, poetically tranſlated inn 
their own languages, as finding that inward 
warmth in that exerciſing of Religion, which the) 


never felt in any before.

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And this, ne doubt, upon '1he Reformation of 
this our Church, in part:cular, was one of the 
things which wery much promoted it. For as the 
rincipal Inſtruments in that Reformation compo- 
ſed the Book of Common-Prayer ſo, as toreduce 
all publick offices therein ro as near a conformity 
z0 the primitive Order as might ve, and eſpecial- 
by in making the whole worſhip intelligible to the 
vulgar, and taking care that not onely the Scrip- 
tures appointed to be read, ſhou!d be tranſlated in- 
ro Engliſh, but alſo the Pſalms of David; and 
theſe laſt ( rhinugh im Proſe, ) yer ſhouid be [o 
pointed as that they might be ſung, as they have 
been ever ſince m Cathedral, and Collegiate 
Churches, by all that can read : So divers Per- 
ſons uſed the beſt 5kill which thoſe times afforded, 
ro diffuſe that part of God's publick ſervice, more 


' largely among the common le, by a ſecond 


verſion of them mto Engliſh verſe, in that 
tranſlation which ever ſince hath been bound « 
with our Bibles, aud Common-Prayer Books, 
and is uſually ſung in Parochia! Congregations to 
FPS Aa), 

Of Perſons, ho then did the Church of 
England that remarkable ſervice, I can give little 
account beyond their* Names : and thoſe, ( as to 
three of them ) the wery Book informs me of, 
( viz. ) Thomas Sternhold, John Hopkins, and 
Robert Wiſedom. Onely, concerning the firſt 
of them ( Tho. Sternhold ) Mr. Fuller, : his 
Church Hiſtory, tells me, was firſt, Groom of 
the Robes, ro K. Henry the VIIIth. ad after- 
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wards, of the Privy-Chamber (as be ſays in one 
place, but in another of the Bed-Chamber ) to 
Edw. VI. He had, ( as appears by his Will )- 
a Legacy giyen him by King Henry. He tran- 
ſlated for his part, 47 Pſalms, by Fuller's account ; 
John Hopkins, 65 ; and the reſt were done by W. 
W. W.K. R. W. (that is, Robert Wiſedom) and 
others whoſe Names deſerved not to be loſt inoblivi- 
0n, nor their labours to be mentioned with [o much 
ſcorn and contempt, as they are by too many Per-- 
fons of a profane humour amongſt us, for the bald- 
neſs ad flatneſs of the Style, and ſome Phraſes 
which ſound odly in theears of this Age, uſed 
to aſort of more refined Engliſh. I ought ras. 
ther to he remembred to their honour, that they 
ſerved the Church with the beſt they had, and 
probably, as well as the Poetry of that Age would 
afford : and that God hath received a great deal 
of praiſe, and the ordinary ſort of Chriſtians a” 
great deal of Edification and Comfort, by the uſe of 
that Verſion of theirs, for avove aun hunared years 


mm this Church. 

And herefore, though it be to be deſired, that as 
b:th Ehgiiſh,andPoetry,are very much improved 
ſince that time, ſo theſe holy Poems ſhould partake 
alſo of that improvement, by being rendred more 
ſutably 19 the Genius of this Age: yet it were 
(in my judgment ) but decent to bury that former 
Tranſlation with honour, for the ſervice it hath 
done, when ever it ſhall be, if ever it be, exchang- 
ed for a better.

fancy, and language, then the verſion of a book 
of Holy Scripture will allo me : nor was it, to- 
entertain the devout inclinations of the more mge- 
nious ſort of Chriſtians, with ſtrains of elevated 
invention and expreſſion, ſuited to their Genius , 
for this, I know is already done by many, better then 
But, 


this work, was meerly to render theſe pieces of holy 
writ, which are thoug ht fit to be made parts of God's 

ublick worſbip, in ſuch a tolerable manner, as they 
might be for the uſe of all Chriſtians; gratifying 
the more ingenious and learned Parts of all Congre- 
gations,with that [moothneſs and cleanneſs of ſtyle, 
which might make them not to nauſeate it ; and 
the more ordinary ſort of thoſe holy ſocieties with 
that eaſineſs and clearneſs of expreſſion, which 
might not ſhoot ovver their heads, whiles I endea- 
woured to affect their hearts in ſo religious a ſer- 
VICE. 


AS For, 
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For I conſidered, that moſt of the verſions ex-. 
tant in this kind ( at leaſt, of thoſe that I have 
ſeen ) were peccant, either in the one, or the 
other, of twoextremes : That is, either they were 
too Poetically done, above the reach of ordinary 
capacities, and adapted onely to the guſt of perſons 
of ſcholaſtical breeding, who onely are able. to re- 
liſh thoſe high flights of fancy, and that elaborate 
richneſs of language with which divers of them 
are. ſo luxariantly endowed, as ( it may be ) is, 
baraly to be found in any of the Tranſlatours, et- 
ther ancient, or modern, in any other Tongue, but 
:be Engliſh: or elſe, performed (by thoſe who have 
pretended to amend that fault) o flatly and ſlo-. 
venly, to accommodate their Verſions.to the capa- 
cities of the wulgar, that how gratefull ſoever they 
were 70 ſuch palates, yet they as much diſreliſhed 
hoſe. of all others, whoſe breeding had elevated, 
'hezr underſtandings above the ordinary level. 

Wherefore, I theught it expedient, to attempt - 
[oxyg;hing in. the midle, betwixr both theſe ex: - 
'remes; by avoiding theſe heights of fancy, or 
i2nguage, on, the one ſide, as might render the 
Tranſlation.unintelligible to perſons of ordinary ca-. 
Pacities; and alſo, all ſuch flatneſs and dulnels of 
invention, azd expreſſion, on the other, as might 
make it ſubject to diſguſt thoſe of more learned pa- 
lixtes in the uſe thereof. 

This, therefore, being my profeſſed deſign, I 
muſt next acquaint thoſe that are pleaſed to be my 
reader:, what courſe I have taken in purſuance 
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T. And (firſt) asto the Words and Phraſes of 
this verſion, 1 endeavoured to keep as near to the. 
New Tranſlation of the Pſalms, made m the 
Time, and by the command, of K. James I. as con- 
veniently Icould, ſometimes taking its very expreſ- 
ſions where they would handſomely fall into verſe; 
and, where they would not, I Iaboured to give the 
full ſenſe of them in other words, except now and 
then, where the Original words or Phraſes had 
ſomething ef Emphaſis in them, which I thought 
fitter to comply withall, And this 1 did, both be- 
cauſe that Tranſlation 7s confeſſedly the beſt, 
which is extant inthe Engliſh Tongue: and al/o, 
becauſe it is now generally in-the hands of. all 'per- 
ſons, and the other, by diſuſe ( forthe moſt, part) 
in a fort ſuperannuated. £1 

I herefore, I judged it moſt expedient, nt to 
give any occaſion to any perſon of doubtfull appre- 
benſicns concerning the meaning of any Pſalm, or 
any werſe of a Pſalm, by variety. of -Interprecatt- 
ons. Which isalſo the true Rea{on, why, (though 
I think their [abours of great uſe to thoſe who.ex- 
porrnd the ſacred Text in a way of inſt ruttion to 
others, yet I have waved the {enſes given by the 
reverind and learned Dr. Hammond, and others: 
and choſen rather, in ſuch Texts, as by reaſon of 
therr difficulty, may admit of different expoſitiong, 
to render them in words e:xpreſſing the ſtricÞ literal 
ſenſe of that Tranſlation; then to expound them, 
eater according to theirs, or mine own appreh:nſi- 
ens ; that ſo, thoſe that ſnail ſing any part of this 

*.yerſion, 
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verſion, where ſuch Texts eccur, may rather ap- 
ply rheir own ſenſe to what they ſing, then be re- 


ffrained, and confined to a determinate ſenſe, in. 


which, it may be, they are not ſatis fied. 


IT. I have alſo declined all running out into 
Paraphraſe, beyond what, either the Scope of any 
Text, compared with the context, or the general 


evident deſign of the Pſalm, or the apparent OC-* 


caſjon of penning it, or the Emphaſis of the words 
themſelves, or the reference they have to other 
Scriptures, wherein the things uttered in any 
Pſalm briefly and obſcurely, or it may be barely 
glanced at, are more largely, and profeſſedly hand- 
led ; or the like confiderations, will well allow. 
So that, I think, may ſafely averr, that this ver- 
fion, 5s as Cloſe to the Text it renders, as any of 
this kind extant ;, not excepting even thoſe, whoſe 
Authours pretend to tye themſelves the moſt ſtrith+ 
ly and even [uperſtitiouſly to the words and phra- 
ſes, either of the original Hebrew, or the Engliſh 
Proſe-Tranſlation. For even the exatteſt of thoſe 
Authours, who, to the mangling the Symax of 
words, to the making incoherent ruptures in the 
-fenſe, and the deſtruttion of Meaſures and Rhythm, 
bave ſo fettered themſelves : yet are fain, ever, 
and anon, to inſert ſome [uch Particles, or Paren- 
theſes, or Synonymons expreſſions, as really make 
Paraphraſes upon the Text, though they endeavour 
as much as may be to hide their ſo doing. / And 
ſure 1 am, it is cloſer a great deal to the Text 
which Trender, then that wery verſion which hath

* formed this work, take theſe particulars fo
